Washington. Jan. 23.— Unreasonable 
profits ar*1 made on iron ore of the 
la Un region, excessive earnings flow 
into the treasury of the United States 
Steel corporation from its ore trans­ 
portation facilities, which suggest the 
necessity from the standpoint of pub­ 
lic policy of segregating the ore rail­ 
roads from the giant corporation, and 
large intercom pany profits are made 
by consolidated ore. iron and steel 
companies, according to a prelim inary 
report on the cost of production in the 
steel industry by Herbert Knox Smith, 
commissioner of corporations. 
The report was presented to Presi­ 
dent Taft and sent to the house com­ 
mittee on ways and means for consid­ 
eration in connection with the pro­ 
posed revision of the steel tariff sched­ 
ule upon which the Democrats will 
caucus. 
"T h e prices of lake ore," the report 
declares, ‘ have been kept for many 
years at ap unreasonably high level 
compared with the cost of production 
and the cost of the investment in the 
producing ore properties ” 
In connection with the alleged ex­ 
cessive profits realized 
by 
the steel 
corjioration 
from 
its 
ore 
railroads 
Commissioner Sm ith says that the con­ 
trol of public agencies of transporta­ 
tion carries with it such possibilities 
of abuse that the question is raised 
"w hether the public Interest in this 
industry does not require a segrega­ 
tion of the ore railroads from the steel 
corporation.” 
The report is based upon an investi­ 
gation of two-thirds of the country’s 
production of iron and steel from 1902 
to 1906, inclusive. 
Lim ited data for 
1902 to 1910, Mr. Sm ith adds, makes 
it clear that these five-year figures 
substantially represent present condl 
tlons also. 


Unduly Large Ore Reserves. 


In so far as the steel corporation 
"enjoys monopolistic power,” the re 
port states, "It lies chiefly In Its hold­ 
ings of ore and Its railroad transporta­ 
tion facilities.” 
This company, the re­ 
port declares, has 
acquired 
unduly 
large ore reserves, holding at the close 
of 1910 at least fifty years’ supply at 
the present rate of consumption, ex­ 
clusive of the Great Northern ore prop­ 
erties, the lease of which has been 
canceled, effective Jan. I, 1915. 
It Is 
estimated that the 
corporation has 
fully 1,200,000,000 tons of other ore in 
the lake region. 
The average cost of lake ore gener­ 
ally, delivered at lower lake ports, 
from 1902 to 1906 was 12.64 per ton. 
The average transfer profit on ore was 
66 cents per ton. 
This is regarded as 
excessive by the commissioner, repre­ 
senting in his judgment from IO to 15 
per cen<t on the investment, "w ith the 
presumption in favor of the higher 
rate,” and including earnings on the 
large ore reserves which are entirely 
Inactive at this time. 
It may be Mated, the report adds, 
"as a notorious and incontrovertible 
fact that the price of Lake Superior 
ore during the greater part of the pe­ 
riod 
1902 to 1906, and Indeed back 
to 1895, has been established in large 
measure by agreement among the prin­ 
cipal ore producing interests.” 
The excessive profits on ore, the re­ 
port says, handicap effective competi­ 
tion in the production of pig iron and 
steel by concerns which must go into 
the open market for their ore 
The transportation profit of 60 cents 
a ton realized by the steel corporation 
on its own ore over its principal ore 
carrying railroads and In lake vessels 
from 1902 to 1906 was "grossly exces­ 
sive,” the report alleges. 
As evidence 
of this, it is stated, the corporation re­ 
cently reduced the rates on its two 
principal ore roads. 
"It is safe to assume,” the report 
continues, “ that the present reduced 
rate of 60 cents per ton is still exces­ 
sive.”
